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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of record does 
not teach or suggest a thermal barrier coating having the limitations of instant claim 1. The reference of 
Kim (J. Amer. Ceram. Soc, 1990) discusses the c/a values for zirconia combined with a number of metal 
oxides. Kim does not discuss porosity or values for impact or corrosion resistance. Tien 768 discusses 



impact or corrosion resistance. Michel '832 gives values for c and a in table 1, but does not discuss 
porosity or values for impact or corrosion resistance. One of ordinary skill would not have been 
motivated with the teachings of these references, either alone or combined, to form the thermal barrier 
coating of the instant claims.
